THE NEWS, 

The Eastern intelligenco rcceited by the 
Oregon on Saturday gives us date, to the 1st 
of June, four days later than pieviouj ad- 
vices. During that intervul Grant haa ad- 
vanced about sixteen milai, and is at pres- 
ent before the filter works of the Soulhern 
capital. In onr last war article we left too 
Army of the Potomao and its opponeut be- 
tween the North and South Anna rivers. 
Lee's position thero appears to have been 
too Blrong for any immediately Biicoesslul as- 
sault of iho Northern army. With his left 
wing resting on the Centra! Railroad nnd his 
right wing crossing and securing Hanover 
Junction, he occupied the raoit impcriant 
position of any since his retreat from the 
Wilderness. Subsequently the Federal 
right odvaticod, pushing across the Central 
Kailroad and destroying tuo lino, and Le» 
fella little further back; but beyond obtain- 
ing possession of a few of the outer lines ol 
defence, which were not very Blubboroly de- 
fended, the Federal? made no irnuoiliuit ad- 
Tance. It would appear that both generuls. 
Giant and Lee, were endeavoring here to 
hoodwink each other.and complelo aslrategic 
movement that would result seriously to the 
deceived. Leo was merely keeping up a 
show of resistance on his left to induce the 
Federals to advance, if possibly precipitately, 
whon they would have been met with an op- 
position as galling as thnt which proved eu 
disastrous in Burnside's Brst attack 
Fredericksburg. Grunt, however, was not to 
be led inlo the strongly fortified trat 
which Lee had ptepared. Sending Slioridan 
the successful cavalry general, lo Hanover- 
town, on the Pamunkey, to seaa the ferry and 
occupy the placo. Grant on the 2Glli re- 
crossi d the North Anna, and directed his 
steps to thi3 new line ol advance. Sheridut, 
executed his orders with the greatest success 
and the Federals on the 28th crossed th 
Pamu.ikey without molestation, reducing 
their distance from Richmond to about Icur 
teeti utiles. This movement of Grant we look 
upon as one of tho most masterly of the 
whole campaign. By it he was enabled to 
avoid the strong fortifications of the South 
Anna, und leave Lee for a considerable time 
mystified as to his movctnonls. The advan- 
tage however, did not rest here. By crossiii)! 
the Pamunkey, at Hano»ertown, Urant »as 
•nablud to get completely to tho right of Lee. 
and exchange bis long base uf supplies from 
Acquia Creek, on the Potomac, lor the short 
one at White Liousc on the Pamunkey, aboul 
twenty Dve miles from its junction with York 
River — thus bringing his army within fifteen 
miles of bis base instead of sixty. Lee, Willi 
his usual celerily, made -vigorous effons to 
check this new move; but beyond kecjinn up 
a little skirmishing with the Federal advance 
no opposition worthy of the namo was made 
until Ihe 30th, when a portion of Grant's 
forces had reached Mechanicsvillc, within 
four milos of Richmond. General Warren, 
who commanded the left wing of Ihe Fede- 
rals, was attacked by E well 'a corps about 
aeven miles north-east of Richmond ; but 
after a short and fierce conflict the Con- 
federates were repulsed, leaving a consider- 
able body of prisoners in the bands o| 
Warren, besides a large number of dead upon 
the field. Tho Southerners were moving 
again to the Federal left with the evident in- 
tention nf clearing the approach to Richmond 
from the East. As General Smith, however, 
with reinfurcemeuts from Butler, wbb ei- 
peoted in a few hours to arrive it New- 
castle, a town on the Pumunkey about fourteen 
milts to the norlh-eaet of Richmond, Warren 
and Buruside would he, in all probability, 
adequately supported, if found necessary. On 
the night ol the 30th an engagement also 
took place near Mechauiosvillu, between the 
right wing of the Federals and the Conlede- 
r»le»' lelt. The conflict lasted several hours, 
and the following morning indication) pre- 
sented themselves of Lee falling back south 
ol tho Chickttbominy. The Southern forcc'3 
in Virginia arc, thoreforo, contracted within 
a smaller urea thao they have ever beeu before. 
Reset on the norlh, on lh>i east, and on the 
BOUth, lliey are in a ';ery dlSerent position 
from that in which' MoClellan found them 
when he, like Oram, coulrouted tho Confedu- 
ales at Mechuoiciville. Then Ihe army ol 
Virginia, iib well as Richmond, was in cum- 
pleio communication with extensive sourcis of 
supplies, und the drain on the Southern popu- 
lation hud not necersitated tho conscription 
of boys of fifteen yeurs lo assist in defending 
the capital. The army was vigorous, well- 
fed, and flushed with confidence. Now.buW 
ever, with scanty food, and all t lie imp.jrlanl 
tinea of commuiiicnlion cut ofl ; with alarm 
inside tho walls of the beleaguered city ; and 
with un army, however valiant and well 
officered, Btill necessarily dispiiited by a 
series of defeats, Ihe posUioa of this S luthern 
lories iu Virgitiiu is ill a more ptucuriuus 
Ohditiou tliun at any pluvious pcriud. 

From Georgia the advunce of Sherman 
towards Atlanta seems to have gone on 
yraduully, with moie or less severe fighting, 
liko thut of Grant towards Richmond. The 
latest despatches annot.uce that after u 
successful engagement with Johnsiiu's troops 
near LUI.as, the Federals had pushed forward 
from that place, (which is ofl tho lino ol 
railway and about twenty-five miles due 
touth ,ol Kingston whore our previous 
advices left them, and reached tho railway 
line at Marietta. 'This town is little more 
than twenty miles fiom Atlanta; so that in 
all pro- ability Sherman and Grant, by a 
strange coincidence, will bo investing the 
two g.eat internal points of ibe Southern 
Coiilederuey at one and the sumo t, mo. That 
both places are doomed to fall during tho 
pieaeut campaign, is, wo think, beyond a 
doubt. No one, of course, who merely look- 
at tho question iu a military light, can help 
admiring the valor, the self-sacrifice, and the 
determination of the Southern people ; even 
their Northern enemies are cunslraiued lo 
Bckuowlodge tho almost miraculous power 
tbi-y have wielded, despite the innumerable 
and dishoartening difficulties which have sur- 
rounded them at every Blep. There is a. limit, 
however, lo tin most unflinching bravery .and 
a termination to tho most obstinate self snnri- 
Ccb. The nerves of tho South have been 
atiaincd to their utmost tension, but the ever 
re-invigorated North, with ils food for met 
and iu food for powder, oontitmully replen- 
ished, is alowly but surely bearing them 
down by th» sb«« w.igbt ot phyiical foro»,

GRANT POUR MILES FROM RICH 
MOND. 

Chicago, May 28— The Missouri Stnie 
Convention (Rrdicn!) at Jefferson City, has 
decided to eoud delegates to the Baltimore 
Convention. 

Nkw York, Mny 28 — The war corre 
■pondent of tho Richmond Examiner, telle 
why Lee lelt Spoltaylvania Court House ; A

(Jen. Warren, who was ou our left, Gun.

The news of the seizure of the Chinchnr 
blonds by Iho Spanish is confirmed, am. 
tin re appears no prospect of the icltlemen 
of lha difficulty, • 

The Spaniards returned to blockade the 
Cbinohai on the 17th, where they were still 
lying on Ihe 28lh. The greatest excitement 
>,f comse oxialB at CaPao, tho Peruvians being 
busily ocoupied in constructing batteries and 
mounting cannon on every available position. 
I'ho government has authorised tha Executive 
Power lo raise a loan of fifty million dollars, 
to augment the army to 30,000 men, and tho 
uavy to 20 vessels. 

At a meeting held at Lima on the 29ih 
instant, the American Minister, Hon. Mr, 
Robinson ; II. B. M. Charge d'Atfairs ; Hon. 
S. Jerningharn ; the liolivian Minister, and 
Senor Don Jjf. Hurlade, Charge d'Affairs of 
Chili to Peru, passed a vote of sympathy wilb 
the Peruvian 'Government, and reiolutions to 
petition their respective governments for im- 
mediate intervention, iu order to secure a 
speedy adjustment of Ihe existing difficulties. 
This example no* also besn followed by the 
r'raboli, Gorman and Italian resideiiti in Lima, 
although tho French Charge d' Affairs did not 
atieud the meetiugs of tbo diplomatic body. 
Mutters remained in this position ou the de- 
parture 61 ibe steamer of ihe 2Slb inst. from 
L'ttllao. On taking possession ol the Chin- 
ehas, the Spaniards sent all the convicts on 
the island to Pisco, and on tho arrival of the 
P S. N. Company's S. S. Guayaquil on the 
'20th inst.. 16IJ of them embarked ou board 
trio Guayaquil by Ihe Peruvian nulboiities, 
with h guard ot lifteHD soldiers, for convey- 
ance lo Cnlluo. noue of them being in irons 
or in any way secured. On a given signal, 
on the arrival of the ilearner at Ihe mouth ot 
iho Oufietl river, tbe convicts rose and dis- 
armed tboir guard, those not being able lo 
procure efficient weapons providing them 
selves with hnnd-'spikes, belaying pins. Ate. 
fboy proceeded at once aft, ordering the 
quarter-master to '• port his helm," in order 
to run Ihe vessel ou shore; on his refusal 
one uf tbo scoundrels struck at him with a 
iiayooel, indicting a alight wound. Captain 
W, H. Ellis at once took up his station at 
tbe wheel, and while protecting the helmsman 
was fired at three limes by some of the cou- 
vists. Ol course, owing to thu disparity of 
forces, resistance, with such a desperaio set of 
villains, with ladies on board, wus worse 
iban madness ; and thanks to the coolness, 
intrepidity and courage ilmwn by Captain 
Ellis, they ooiieenled to leave the sbip 
quietly ou condition ol their being landed at 
Oerro AeuI, wbioh was accordingly done. 
I be passengers unanimously presenting Cap- 
tain Ellis with an audiesi expressive of 
tioir. thank* aud admiration of his behaviour, 
through what might have had a very serious 
ending. Surely trio Peruvian Government 
aie to be blamed for sending suck a aumber 
uf desperadoes with an insufficient and in 
luct absurd number of soldiers to guard thorn, 
and who, when the first shot was fired were 
nowhere to be lound.
